North Dakota Has Increased Area 
From 3,000 Acres in 1911, Ac- 
cording to Late Census , 
The popularity of alfalfa in North 
Dakota is demonstrated by its <e- 
markable growth during the past three 
years, In the fall of 1911 there were 
slightly over 5,000 acres in the entire 
state, An alfalfa census of the state 
taken just before the holidays by 
counties showed that there vere now 
90,0C0 acres in this crop in the state. 
The rapidity with which the acre- 
age in this state has increased is due 
largely to the cH-rts of the Better 
farming association which was organ- 


ized three years ago. As_ striking

A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
furm of at least 80 acre3, on certain con- 
ditions.

Horses in the War 

Jespite the use of motor traction 
there are, it has been established, 
more than half a million horses in the 
various fields of war. Perhaps the 
numbor has been lessoned by fatall- 
ties, for cuble despatches tell of regt 
ments of Uhlans fighting as foot sold- 
jers on account of lack of remounts. 
Experience shows that three hundred 
horses are killed on the average to 
one cavalryman. 

The horse is always a worse suffer- 
er than the man. It is not so hardy 
and it suffers more acutely from star- 
vation and thirst, for instance. Gener- 
ally speaking, it is easily vulnerable. 

Some horses will go on after receiy- 
ing a score of wounds, but

Have Retired After Long 
Service 

When the car ferry Ontario, flag: 
ship of the river fleet of tha@Canadiar 
Pacific Railway Company, tied up at 
midnight one Saturday in January at 
Windsor, three veterans of the lakes, 
in the persons of Captain James Car. 
ney, Chief Engineer Alexander McDon- 
ald and Mngineer Robert Craig, went 
into retirement and joined the super- 
annuated list after serving the com 
pany since the Ontario was placed in 
conimission 25 years ago. 

Captain Carney and Engineer Me 
Donald have been shipmates more 
than 40 years. Craig is their juntos 
in service with the Canadian Pacific, 
but has had nearly ag much experi- 
ence on the Jakes as his two veteran 
companions, Captain Carney wast 
born at Oxford Mills, Ont., in 1849. 


| When 15 years old he began gailing. 


In 1866 he enlisted to fight against the 
Fenians. He never saw any fighting, 
being quartered at Sandwich. Yor hig 
services he was given a medal and 160 
acres of land. The year 1869 saw him 
a member of the crew of the steamer 
Plorence. Then for 17. years he was 
mate and master on the Grand Trunk 
car ferries Lake Michigan and Great 
Western. When he became an em 
ployee of that company, Pfigineer Me- 
Donald became his shipniate, and up 
to Saturday night they, never have 
been separated for more’ than twelve 
hours during their friendship of 42 
years. 

In the long period of service the 
three veterans have given their com 
pany, no accident has occurred that 
cost their employers one cent for 
damages, although hundreds of thous: 
ands of cars, and millions of dollars’ 
worth of merchandise have been fer- 
ried across on-the Ontario. Captain 
Carney never has had a day off in 
30 years. During that time he has 
been on duty 12 hours out of 24 each 
day. 

Chief Engineer McDonald was born 
in Montreal 68 years ago. At an early 
age le was apprenticed to tle en- 
gineering firm of John Garthchie at 
Dundas, Ont. During 1868-9. he wae 
enginecr of a tug on the Detroit 
river. He served on the steamer 
Dresden, running between Detroit and 
Wallaceburg, under Captain. Watson 
in 1874. Then he became acquainted 
with Captain Carney. 

Of the three veterans, Engineer 
Craig has had the career of most var- 
fed experience. Born in Sligo, Ire 
land, in 1847, he emigrated with his 
parents to Canada at an early age. 
From 1858 to 1865 the fami‘y lived in 
County Perth. When the American 
Civil War was declared Craig went te 
Detroit and enlisted in the Eleventh 
Michigan Cavalry, commanded by Col. 
Brown of St. Clair. He fought in sev- 
eral small engagements against the 
rebel forces af General Morgan. When 
the war was concluded he commenced 
sailing. He was employed on the De 
troit passenger boats until he -was en 
gaged by the C.P.R. company 18 yeare 
ago as the assistant of Engineer Meo 
Donald on the Ontario. From 187€ 
to 1882 Mr. Craiz Was a member oft 
Windsor's police force, He receives @ 
pension from the United States gov- 
ernment for services in the Civil war. 
He is the father of 10 sons and three 
daughters,

Ascension Island, situated about 
midway between Brazil and the Con- 
go, is a valuable half-way house on 
the Cape route, its position on -the 
main track making it especially useful 
as a provisioning place for ships on 
their homeward way. 

Physically, Ascension is a deso‘a- 
tion of extinct volcanoes and lava 
flelds, but the prevailing fresh south- 
east trade winds make its climate 
very healthy, and a sanitorium built 
on Green Mountain, which dominates 
the island, is a refuge for men in- 
valided from the coast of West Africa 

Discovered on Ascension Day, 1501, 
(thence its name), the island was 
uninhabited until the British govern- 
ment occupied it as a military station 
in 1815, during the confinement of 
Napoleon in the island of St. Nelena, 
800 miles to the south.
